During the last few weeks we’ve 
had our first taste of what the A- 
League will be about through the 
form of the Pre-season Cup. 
Melbourne Victory did well to 
reach the Semi-Finals but were 
beaten by a very impressive 
Central Coast Mariners outfit that 
showed it can play some very 
attractive and polished football 
under coach Laurie MacKinna. 
The Mariners’ second goal, fin- 
ished by Melbournian Tom 
Pondeljak, oozed skill and silky 
smoothness that was akin to the 
quality normally associated to a 
top class European game. 

The fact that players can produce 
that type of skill level on our own 
soil should be enough reason for 
fans to find it hard to stay away 
from the A-League. 

However, although the new and 
impressive A-League advertising 
campaign hit our TV screens dur- 
ing the past week it was disappoint- 
ing that a smaller crowd turned out 
to witness the game than the previ- 
ous two Victory home matches. 

It is obviously still early days yet 
with a few teething problems need- 


ing to be addressed, but for the 
League’s sake, let’s hope it’s not a 
sign of things to come. 

In my opinion, even though there 
was no direct competition from any 
AFL games last Friday night, the 
7pm Kick-Off was perhaps a little 
bit too early for some fans and a 
later time would have probably 
helped to increase the gate by a 
couple of thousand. 

I also noticed that the Central Coast 
Mariners wore white as an away 
strip. That was the third time in 
three weeks that the visiting team 
wore white. 

I know it may sound trivial, but did 
any fans who attended the games at 
Olympic Park feel that they were 
experiencing a case of “Groundhog 
Day” by the time the third game 
was played? I know I did. 

The crowd was roughly the same, 
the atmosphere felt vaguely famil- 
iar and both teams, on each occas- 
sion, paraded in the exact same- 
colours as previous weeks. 

The season hasn’t even begun yet, 
but it already feels like ‘de ja vu’ all 
over again. 

I think one element that the League 
should seriously be wary of is the 
danger of fans becoming a little 
bored with a Championship format 


that only allows for eight teams. 
Especially if every away team 
plays in white as well. 

Our various soccer tribes need to 
be allowed to develop their own 
character and personality in order 
to add colour and life to the 
League, otherwise with only eight 
teams, we’ll be considered a bit 
monotonous, much like the 
Scottish and Croatian Leagues are 
considered by some people these 
days. 

But, the major ingredient that I 
believe has been unfortunately 
omitted from the whole A-League 
format, is the incorporation of 
same city “derby” matches . 

Look at practically any other 
league in the world and you'll 
almost always find that “derby” 
matches are one of the highlights of 
each domestic football calender. 
Rangers v Celtic, Inter Milan v AC 
Milan, Olympiakos Vv 
Panathinaikos, Manchester United 
v Manchester City, Flamengo v 
Fluminense, River Plate v Boca 
Juniors, just to name a few. 

It was interesting to note over the 
weekend how the AFL played its 
Heritage Round, which included 
same city “derby” games, such as 
Carlton v Collingwood and Port 


Adelaide v Adelaide Crows. 

Did you notice the hype? 
Regardless of what sport one might 
follow, fans are at their most pas- 
sionate at “derby “ games and it 
appears that the head office at 
Jolimont has cottoned on to making 
the most out of a tradition that fans 
truly love and normally records 
some of the biggest attendances of 
the year. 

Before I go, I have to mention the 
flare that was lit at the Melbourne 
Victory game on Friday night after 
it somehow managed to surpass a 
strict security search upon entrance 
to the ground. 

It just went to show that regardless 
which ground you’re watching a 
football match at, whether it’s with 
80, 000 at the San Siro, 8,000 at 
Bob Jane Stadium or 4,500 at 
Olympic Park, you are always 
prone to the actions of a minority 
few, who will try to break the rules 
one way or another.

Tommy Pondeljak had a happy 
homecoming at Olympic Park on 
Friday night, as his Central Coast
